Tho last ocevsion on which 
be was flogged was on Friday, 20th 
June, The offence on that oceasion was 
assaulting ono of the assistant’ turkeys. 
Ho was sentenced .by the Superintendent 
to twelve slroles, and T had to trice him 
up.

The  Pei-yang Squadron 
burns, genurally, Japan cual vr Kaiping, 
or tha two mixed, but both kinds emit ex- 
cessive amoke, and besides have the injuri- 
ous proporty of clogging the boiler tubes. 
Te is also anid some of the con! used is eul- 
phury, and sulphur, oven ia minuto propor- 
tions, is vary injurious to both furnaces and 
tubes. A fleet of cruisers and torpedo- 
boata in war time burning very smoky coal 
would be much hampered, as its move- 
ments could be detected easily. Ta war 
time it is mast necessary. to burn onty coal 
which is smokelcas, or which emits a mini- 
mum of smoke. 

Now at the Hastorn and Western hills 
around Peking there ace considerable do- 
posits of hard and soft anthracite, and also 
of varisties of bituminous coal that aro 
almost amokeloss. Search should bo made 
and. preparations ordered, so that the fleet 
should draw ity fuel -supplicx froin these 
mines. The matter is ono of great import- 
ance, —Chinese Times.
